Allowable Subject Matter 
4. Claims 1-2, 4-13 and 16-21 are allowed. 
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5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The present claims are allowable over the closest references: Holmes-Farley (US 5 139 
601) and JP045 (JP 2000-272045). 

None of Holmes-Farley and JP045 teaches or fairly suggests a silicon wafer substrate 
coated with a primer composition derived from mono-organotrialkoxysilane compounds having 
reactive free-radical polymerizable moieties and mono-organotrialkoxysilane compounds free of 
reactive free-radical polymerizable moieties.
